There may be others, but in all likelihood, most of 
them fit into these categories.

FEATURES 


To start with, the Nikon S-2 is the fastest handling 
*35’ in the field— because it works so smoothly and 
can be held with one hand .. . three fingers to operate 
it—the middle finger to focus—forefinger to release 
the shutter —and the thumb to give the transport lever 
the one, short stroke that advances the film and 
‘cocks’ the shutter.

We've talked about the rangefinder—but note how 
it responds to every movement of the lens.

modern STEREO 


by TOMMY THOMAS 


Stumped for Christmas present 
suggestions? How about stereo? 


I made the 
pleasant discov- 
ery some time 
back that I could 
solve a good part 
of my holiday gift 
problems during 
the years by giv- 
ing away stereo 
slides of the fami- 
ly: my wife and 
. ; ‘' myself and our 
two little boys. It works out wonder- 
fully well. I started out by giving a 
stereo viewer and half a dozen stereo 
slides to each of our folks. Also, to 
my sister several hundred miles away 
and a few selected friends throughout 
the country. Some of them are stereo 
photographers themselves, but the ma- 
jority are just collectors. 

It’s a funny thing... this isn’t too 
expensive a gift, yet it’s always been 
more warmly received than any more 
“material” gifts that I have ever giv- 
en. Christmas is an excellent time to 
get started, as you can more easily 
feel justified in including the very 
necessary stereo viewer that first time. 
By now most of our own recipients 
have “graduated” to owning an ex- 
pensive, self-lighted stereo viewer that 
shows the slides at their very best. 
This isn’t necessary at the beginning, 
though. One of the finest (inexpensive) 
stereo viewers on the market today is 
the Craftsman’s Guild 3-D Viewer, re- 
tailing for a very inexpensive $1.95. 
Don’t let the price fool you, though. 
This light blue and grey plastic viewer 
is a honey, both in appearance and in 
performance. And it even has an ad- 
justment for focusing. This viewer, 
plus half a dozen slides (as shown in 
photo 1), makes an excellent gift. 

And as for which stereos to give

away, that’s easy! Stick mostly to 
family photos . . . that’s what your 
folks and friends want to see. Person- 
ally, I take quite a few stereos during 
the year, altogether, and all of my 
family-type photos are soon sorted 
after they have been mounted and 
first-viewed. Most of them are classi- 
fied as good enough to want to keep 
for ourselves; the remaining ones are 
either considered as “giveaways” or 
as “duds.” The “duds” are cold-stor- 
aged away in my dead file, while the 
“giveaways” are used as the source for 
gift material. Worked out this way, 
we’ve always had slides on hand to 
give, usually without having to make 
up special slides for the purpose. 

Occasionally I'll get the family all 
together for a special family portrait. 
Usually this happens quite naturally. 
A picture situation arises and it seems 
to give promise of being extra special, 
so we take half a dozen or more origi- 
nals right at the time. Other times 
we’re inspired to go to a bit of trouble 
for a stereo that’s really extra special 

. around Christmas time, for in- 
stance. 

As an example “for-instance,” photo 
2, page 48, may give you a few ideas for 
making of a rather unique stereo-with- 
in-stereo that you might wish to dupli- 
cate. The idea is to take a “straight” 
stereo photograph ... and then add 
the extra stereo within the first one. 


How we made ours 


As you can see, photo 2 shows my 
wife and me sitting in front of our 
living room fireplace. It’s the night 
before Christmas, and the stockings 
are hung by the chimney (with care). 
The black, modernistic-looking Christ- 
mas tree above the hearth acts as a 
frame windowing a stereo portrait of 
our two little sons fast asleep in bed. 
This stereo-within-stereo effect was 
created by projecting an original 
stereo slide up there by means of a 
stereo projector. Here’s how it’s done. 

First of all, the over-all scene is re- 
corded in the camera in the regular 
manner, using flash or photofloods. In 
this example, it includes everything 
that you see in photo 2 except the 
stereo images of the two boys. The 
black-cardboard Christmas tree regis- 
ters as black all over... no little boys 
there as yet (photo 3, p. 48). Your 
stereo camera is securely fastened to a 
tripod, and is not moved after this first 
exposure. It’s a double «<posure (actu- 
ally a “triple,” depending upon how 
you look at it), so prepare your camera 
for the succeeding exposure(s) by re- 
cocking the shutter but NOT advanc- 
ing the film. 

For the next part of this same photo 
you'll need a stereo projector that will

project the slide that you have picked 
out to go “inside” the first stereo. . 

in this example, the slide was a special- 
ly taken close-up stereo of my boys 
fast asleep in bed. Photo 3 shows you 
the set-up. You’ll have to experiment 
a bit before you can decide upon exact- 
ly what slide will work out best, and 
what dimensions and exposure you’ll 
need for the best results. I suggest 
doing your initial experimentation on 
a regular silver stereo screen, using 
polarizing glasses to judge the effect. 
Make note of the pertinent data: in 
this particular photo I projected my 
stereo images from a 500-watt Realist 
projector located 744 feet from the

screen. The actual projected image 
was about 23 in. high by 19 in. wide. 
Then, for the actual copying of the 
images, I’ switched.to using a large 
piece of pure white posterboard. By 
experimentation, I discovered that a 
time exposure of 12 seconds, with my 
camera lenses set at f/8, made for the 
best copying exposure (using Type A 
Kodachrome). You can use this same 
exposure as a basis for starting your 
own experimentation, but keep in mind 
that there are many variances that 
may come up as far as your own par- 
ticular set-up is concerned. You’ll like- 
ly have a different projector and/or 
stereo camera, a different projection 
distance (image size on screen), etc. 


Here’s the actual procedure 


Let’s go through the exact proce- 
dure once so that you’ll be better able 
to follow this more easily. We'll as- 
sume that all the experimentation 
work is over with and you’re all set to 
take the final stereo. You know exactly 
where the projector has to be to make 
the size image that you want and 
you’ve set your stereo camera up on a 
tripod (photo 3, at right). Now, with 
the projector removed and out of the 
way, take the first exposure of the 
main over-all scene, with your people 
in place (in this photo, with Jackie 
and me seated on the cushions by the 
fireplace). By the way, we used burn-

ing newspapers for the proper fire- 
place-flames effect . . . hot, but effec- 
tive. Note: It’s important that the 
black of the Christmas tree (or what- 
ever you may use) be as black as pos- 
sible. That will mean that it won’t 
register on your color film at all— 
black registers as a non-exposure—so 
you can double-expose another image 
right over it. Set up your light (s) so 
as not to get a reflection sheen from 
the black cardboard or—as I often do 
—cover your cardboard with absorb- 
ent black velveteen cloth that can’t 
pick up a sheen. 

Now, with the camera still in posi- 
tion and re-cocked as previously men- 
tioned, get set up for your double ex- 
posure of the projected image. Put the 
stereo projector in position (see photo 
3 again), and also hang a large piece 
of your white poster board over the 
black surface where you will be pro- 
jecting the stereo image(s). In this 
case, over most of the black cardboard 
Christmas tree located above the fire- 
place. The white cardboard needn’t be 
an exact size, as long as it’s larger 
than the images to be projected. This 
isn’t shown in photo 3, but it should be 
easy to visualize. Now, line up the two 
projected stereo images in position up- 
on the white cardboard screen so that 
they exactly coincide one upon another 
(as far as the vertical and horizontal 
“frame edges” are concerned). This 
will put your stereo window exactly at 
the screen surface, which is where you 
want it. You won’t need—nor be able 
to utilize, in fact—your polarizing 
glasses for this. 

Finally, turn off all the room lights, 
turn off just one of the stereo projected 
images, and photocopy the other pro- 
jected image on your already “part- 
ly” exposed film. Photo 4, p. 56, shows 
how this should look: just a single 2-D 
image projected upon a white poster- 
board surface ... the rest, darkness. 
Note: Naturally, you’ll have to have 
one of your stereo lenses on your cam- 
era capped up to correspond. Then, 
reverse the procedure and copy the

NEW MAKRO-KILAR LENS 


WHAT'S YOUR DREAM lens? A needle sharp f/1 which you 
could use for wide-angle, normal and telephoto shots 
at will? All this in one neat package of optical glass 
which you could focus on a bug at two inches or a moun- 
tain at infinity—with generous depth of field at both 
extremes? This lens hasn’t been designed yet, but the 
closest thing to it is the new, compact, £/3.5, 40mm 
Makro-Kilar which will fit most popular 35mm single- 
lens reflex cameras accepting interchangeable lenses. 
How close does this lens come to dream specifications? 
The most remarkable thing about the Makro-Kilar is the 
ease with which it brings new scope to picture making. 
Just one full turn of the focusing ring lets you roam 
from infinity down to two inches from the front of the 
lens mount with the Model D, or down to four inches 
with the Model E. There are no attachments to get in 
your way or slow you down. You can look at anything 
in your scene—the entire view or a tiny significant detail 
nearby—and record it within a matter of seconds. 
When you start shooting you find that the 40mm focal 
length is a happy compromise—in a sense is two lenses 
in one. It takes in a wider angle of view than a “normal” 
50mm lens found on the majority of 35mm cameras— 
56 degrees diagonally, instead of the more usual 45 to 
48—yet it doesn’t have great distortion around the edges 
which is characteristic of an extreme wide-angle lens. 
And there’s a greater zone of sharpness at all distances 
with the Makro-Kilar 
than with a normal lens. 
Even close-up with a 
slightly curved subject 
you have a reasonable 
working depth (see 
. photograph top, right, 
‘ on page 87). 

True you can’t take 
telephoto pictures with 
the Makro-Kilar. You 
don’t have the dream 
f 1 aperture. But Mop- 
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ERN’s tests show that the Makro-Kilar lens is needle 
sharp. And at the maximum opening, f/3.5, it’s easy 
to shoot in low light situations if you use the new 
fast black-and-white films. Outdoors, aside from close- 
ups, you can put depth of field and semi-wide angle of 
view to work creatively to make pictures like the one at 
right, photographed with the Model D on a Pentacon 
camera at f{/8 and 1/500 with Kodak Super-XX film. 
You can get either model of the lens for this camera as 
well as for the Alpa, Exa, Exakta, Rectaflex (see bottom 
of page 87), Contax D, Contax S, and Hexacon. Price 
of Model D, $114.95; Model E, $89.95. Also available 
for Models D and E is a Series VII screw-in filter adapter, 
which has a lens shade ($4.95). Ordinarily no sun shade 
is needed because the mount extends over an inch be- 
yond the front lens element. A similar lens for 2144 x 214 
single-lens reflex cameras is in the works. 


Why half the dream comes true 


Both Model D and E Makro-Kilar lenses are optically 
identical—a Tessar-type four-element, compound triplet. 
A single element is placed in front, another in the cen- 
ter, and two elements cemented together are at the rear. 
But the secret of the continuous focusing down to ex- 
treme close-ups lies in the lens mount. 

Imagine one threaded, light-weight alloy sleeve within 
another, and you’ve a pretty good idea of the double- 
helical mount construction of the Model D. At infinity 
one black sleeve, or helical mount, is completely within 
the other. When you focus close-up the front mount is 
extended, as shown on page 87. Model E, which focuses 
to four inches from the front of the lens mount, re- 
quires less extension and has only a single threaded 
sleeve. When mounts were extended all the way on the 
two models we tested, distance markings were slightly 
below two and four inches respectively—permitting us 
to move in a fraction closer than the lenses indicate. 
Designed by Heinz Kilfitt of Kilfitt Optische Fabrik, 
Munich, the lenses are made in Liechtenstein by Kam- 
erabau Anstalt Vaduz, in cooperation with Kilfitt. 





Is there an all-purpose lens? Not yet! But the remark- 
able Makro-Kilar for 35mm single-lens reflex cameras 
may begin a new trend in lens-mount design. It may 
be the first step towards a day when each camera re- 
quires only a single versatile lens for all shooting.

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You could put it another way and say that both models 
come with built-in focusing extension tubes. But the 
mount isn’t the only ingenious device on the Makro-Kilar. 
Several useful scales are engraved on satin chrome- 
finished aluminum. As everyone who’s ever made ex- 
treme close-ups knows, some extra exposure is required. 
At what distances is it needed, and how much extra ex- 
posure must you give? Pocket charts and calculators 
can be bought, but with the Makro-Kilar things are much 
simpler. For distance settings of about 7 inches or less, 
the exposure increase scale on the lens gives you a direct 
reading. Using the closest figure is sufficiently accurate 
for any ordinary shooting. Just open up half a stop for 
1.5X exposure factor, a full stop for 2X, 154 stops for 
3.5X, or change your shutter speed accordingly. 

Another direct reading scale compares film image size 
to subject size at various close-up distances. For example, 
when Model D is set at 6.3 inches (16 cm), page 130, the 
image on the film will be a little less than one-third 
the size of the subject (1:3.5 ratio). You get a nearly 
life-size image (1:1.1 ratio) when the Model D is set 
at two inches, and a half-life-size image (1:2 ratio) when

the Model E Makro-Kilar lens is set at four inches. 

Finally, all distance markings (from front of lens 
mount to subject) are indicated in both inch-foot and 
metric systems; and for convenience there are two sets 
of {/numbers (£/3.5 to £/22) engraved on the mount so 
one set is always visible. 

Several things impressed Harold Feinstein, who made 
the pictures for this article. “The best thing about the 
Makro-Kilar,” he told us, “is that it frees you—lets 
your imagination run wild. Usually a photographer’s 
mind works within the limitations of his equipment. 
Now, I can shoot at a distance or move in quickly. By 
being able to work close so easily I’ve begun to notice 
detail more than ever before—small things like a piece 
of birch bark (top, right, opposite page), hands, or in- 
dividual features in a face. 

““What’s more, I can have my cake and eat it, too. The 
usual close-up of a face doesn’t include much background. 
Yet in the picture of the boy (below), made only two 
feet from the subject with the Model D, I was able to 
keep the head large and at the same time suggest enough 
of the background to relate the (Continued on page 130) 


to relate subject to environment. Distance here was about 
2 feet. Exposure: £/3.5 and 1/50 second, at sunset.

It is remarkable because of mount design which enables the user to focus Model D (shown 
extended, left, below) from infinity to 2 in. with one turn of the focusing ring, and Model E as close 
as 4 in. from the front of the lens mount. Both are lightweight, and compact when extended or closed 
(see Model D, right, below, set at infinity). They have the same 4-element, 40mm, £/3.5 lens, distance 
scales in inches and meters, two aperture scales, exposure increase markings, and an image ratio scale.

NEW ROLLEIFLEX 2.8D 


A TOP ITEM in the Rolleiflex line of cameras has under- 
gone a facelifting. The 2.8 D model, replacing the 2.8 C, 
shows some decided improvements which make the camera 
a more versatile machine and decidedly easier to handle. 

When the LVS (Light Value Scale) first appeared on 
the £/3.5 Rollei models, some photographers were in- 
clined to think of this gearing of aperture and shutter 
speed as a device strictly 
for dubs and novices. But 
it is the professional, who 
must change speeds and 
apertures swiftly and with- 
out mistakes on a job, that 
has become really enthusi- 
astic about the LVS. As a 
result, LVS now makes its 
appearance on the 2.8 D. 
This camera has a coupling 





device, operating between the shutter speed and aperture 
scales, which guarantees proper exposure if either the 
shutter speed or aperture is changed. Here’s an example 
of how it works. Suppose your meter advises a reading 
of 1/30 at £/16. You set the dials of the Rollei so that 
these figures appear in the characteristic Rollei windows 
atop the viewing lens. Then you lock the LVS system in 
place by depressing and turning the small button located 
in the middle of the diaphragm control wheel (picture 
above). The arrow on the opposite (shutter speed) wheel 
will point to number 13. This is the Light Value Scale 
Number for your exposure. Now suppose you wish, sud- 
denly, a faster shutter speed to shoot action, but you want 
to maintain exposure. Instead of hauling out the meter 
again and recalculating or doing some mental gymnas- 
tics to find the equivalent exposure, you merely turn the 
shutter-speed dial to 1/500 sec., and the aperture dial 
will automatically change to (Continued on page 128) 




















NEW COLOR 
SYSTEM 
FOR ROLLEI 


SHOOTING COLOR has been somewhat of a problem for 
twin-lens reflex camera owners. If you use No. 120 roll 
film, you are left with an unwieldy 214 x 21 inch trans- 
parency which should be mounted between glass if it’s 
to be projected. You also need a special 214 x 244 inch 
projector. If the camera is adaptable to 35mm film, like 
the Rolleiflexes and Rolleicords, you have, primarily, a 
vertical format. Holding the camera for horizontals is 
quite a chore. 

Now, there is a way out. Frank Rizzatti of Burleigh 
Brooks Co., distributors for Rolleiflex and Rolleicord, 
has invented an ingenious color system. By using any 
No. 120 color film, you can produce, with little trouble, 
a large, square transparency capable of projection in any 
35mm slide projector. Here’s how it works. 

The new “Super Slides for Rollei” kit consists of three 
items: a metal mask, which you fit neatly inside the Rollei 
next to the focal plane; a second mask which drops onto 
the ground glass for framing; and a packet of 24, heat- 
adhesive cardboard mounts. You load your film and 
operate the camera in the usual manner. But, instead of 
framing on the whole ground glass, you use only the 
masked portion. When you receive your film back from 
the processor, you'll have 12 transparencies, each about 
114 x 11% inches. Around each transparency will be white 
line markings, forming a rectangle (see picture page 
126). Cut along these line markings, insert your trans- 
parency in one of the mounts, apply a little heat from an 
iron (pictures, page 126), and you are ready to project 
with just about any 35mm slide projector. But not with all. 

There are a few units which will need adapting. Some 
projectors have a cross-shaped slide carrier instead of 
the usual full 1144 x 11% inch opening. Such carriers can 
usually have the corners cut for a full opening by a metal- 
smith or camera repair shop. 

You may have one possible difficulty with the focal 
plane mask. The lines outlining (Continued on page 126)

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3-D STEREO 
GRAPHIC 












Stereo Graphic is quite compact in appearance. All 
controls, except aperture, are located on top of camera.

EVER HEAR of a stereo camera with one lens focused at 
a near distance and the other lens focused on a far point? 
Here’s one now: the Stereo Graphic, an American-made, 
extremely compact and simplified 3-D camera, made by 
Graflex, Inc., of Rochester, N. Y. 

The two-coated Graflar 35mm f/4 lenses are fixed 
focus. But one lens is focused so that the depth of 
field at £/4 keeps everything from about 10 to 30 feet 
in focus, while the other lens produces adequately sharp 
images from approximately 15 feet to infinity. The 
single-speed shutter operates at about 1/50 sec., while 
the lenses have Waterhouse stops as follows: cloudy, 
£/4; hazy, £/5.6; bright, £/8; brilliant, £/11 and £/16. 
The weather conditions are figured for users of color 
film with an ASA film speed of 8. Owners employing one 
Features atop the camera, left to right: shoe with of the new, faster color films will simply ignore the 
flash contact, rewind button, exposure counter, shutter printed instructions and refer to the lens openings only. 
release, film wind knob which also cocks shutter. A knob between the two lenses (see picture left) controls 
the lens openings. 

The body of the camera, a light metal casting, is 
beautifully finished. Even the removable back and bot- 
tom plate is a solid casting. All controls, except the 
lens diaphragm, are atop the camera—a rewind button, 
exposure counter showing the number of stereo pairs yet 
to be shot, a collar around the shutter release button, 
which can be moved for instantaneous or bulb exposures, 
plus wind and rewind knobs. The accessory shoe has a 
flash contact built into it. The flashgun which, like the 
carrying case, is included in the price of the camera, 
$79.50, fits the shoe. 

We awaited test shots with the Stereo Graphic with 
real curiosity. How would the new lens system work? 
Graflex had announced, in explaining the new system: 
“The ability of the human eye and brain to see selec-

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REALIST 45 
STEREO 


JUST ABOUT the only thing the new Stereo Realist 45 
camera has in common with the famous Stereo Realist 
already on the market is the name Realist. It’s a com- 
pletely different camera, made in Germany instead of 
the United States, and its features are quite alien to 
its older and more expensive American brother. 

The Realist 45, which lists at $88.50, has matched 
35mm £/3.5 Steinheil Cassar lenses, coupled Vero shut- 
ters with speeds of 1/25 to 1/200 sec., automatic film 
cocking and shutter wind by means of a thumb lever, and 
focal plane focusing. Instead of the lenses moving back 
and forth for focusing, the film plane itself moves when 
the milled wheel atop the camera is turned. The milled 
wheel contains a depth of field scale (picture, right). 

The exposure counter system is a bit on the unusual 
side. The frame numbers are located around a cut- 
out half moon area. Within the area is a movable plate 
with a red sector. The red sector recedes as the pictures 
are taken, so you can determine how much of the roll 
is yet to be shot by observing how much red is still 
showing on the counter. 

The viewfinder, at the bottom of the Realist, is located 
between the two lenses. Image brilliance and definition 
are excellent. 

The camera body is made largely of castings. The 
method of opening the camera is rather novel. You press 
a small lever on the bottom of the camera. This releases 
the rewind knob which springs to a protruding position 
(picture, right) . Instead of turning the knob in the direc- 
tion of rewind, a slight twist in the opposite direction 
causes the camera back to spring open. (It’s conceivable 
that someone might turn the knob in the wrong direction 
during loading with unfortunate results. ) 

A fairly comprehensive exposure guide for both flash 
and daylight work occupies a metal plate on the bottom 
of the Realist. The flash contact is built into the acces- 
sory shoe atop the camera. There’s also a film-type in- 
dicator near by. 

The new Stereo Realist has no rangefinder. It raises 
the following question: How 
valuable is a rangefinder in 
stereo? If you’re a serious 
photographer bent on obtain- 
ing the best results with 
stereo, you'll often find a 
rangefinder unnecessary. Ac- 
tually, professional stereo 
photographers seldom use a

NEW CORBINA 
35MM REFLEX 


NEW DESIGNS in the top price camera field are rare birds 
indeed. But the Corbina, a unique single-lens, eye-level 
reflex camera, originally announced for production as 
long ago as 1952, has been redesigned and may be on 
your dealer’s shelf now. 

What is new about the Corbina? Most important, per- 
haps, is a completely internal automatic diaphragm mech- 
anism. The 58mm f/2 Biotar lens can be focused wide 
open. When you’re ready to take your picture, and the 
body shutter release is pressed, an internal system of 
rods and levers (see pictures at left) shuts down the 
diaphragm opening to any predetermined stop. Since 
the automatic diaphragm mechanism is spring actuated in 
closing, there is no additional pressure required to re- 
lease the shutter. Instead, the sweep lever underneath 
the lens barrel, which must be cocked after each expo- 
sure, resets the diaphragm to the full opening, f/2. 

Oddly enough, the Biotar lens, which is standard 
equipment in many other eye-level reflex cameras, does 
not seem to be any greater in size with the addition of 
the special closing mechanism than it is in the usual 
pre-set mount. 

The lens mount itself is of a bayonet lock construc- 
tion. A quarter turn of the milled collar mounted on 
the camera releases the lens. The opening is large in 
diameter, which should allow extremely long focal-length 
lenses to be mounted without vignetting. At examination 
time, no lenses other than the 58mm f/2 Biotar and the 
58mm f/2.8 Tessar were available; but wide-angle, tele- 
photo, and long focal-length lenses, with built-in au- 
tomatic diaphragms, are 
promised. 

The Corbina is one of 
the smaller, single-lens re- 
flexes. Its shutter is com- 
paratively quiet (most 
cameras of similar design 
have extremely noisy shut- 
ter and mirror mechan- 
isms). Speeds of the cloth 
focal-plane shutter, from 
1 to 1/1000 sec., are set 
by rotating a milled col- 
lar around the film-wind- 
ing knob (see picture, page 122). The frame counter, 
engraved around the winding knob, is a bit hard to 
read accurately since it uses the same pointer as the film- 
speed collar. 

The camera comes in two forms, with an eye-level 
prism or a waist-level finder. They are interchangeable. 
The waist-level hood has no (Continued on page 122)

STROBONAR VII ; 


VERSATILITY and compact- 
ness are the outstanding 
features of the Strobonar 
Seven electronic flash out- 
fit, newest and smallest in 
the Heiland line. It’s ver- 
satile because one light 
head and reflector assem- 
bly can be joined to any 
one of three entirely dif- 
ferent sources of electric 
power: household alter- 
nating current; high volt- 
age dry battery; low 
voltage “D” cells. 

The Strobonar Seven is not the first speed light with 
interchangeable power packs. It is, however, a moder- 
ately priced, well thought out design, and certainly has 
remarkable eye-appeal. 

All electronic flash units require a high voltage direct 
current source to charge a capacitor. The electricity 
stored in the capacitor is discharged all at once through 
a gas filled tube, thus producing the useful flash. A trigger 
transformer is usually employed to start the flash in 
the lamp. 


How the power packs work 


The Strobonar’s tubular gun assembly contains the 
capacitor and the trigger transformer, and supports the 
reflector and flashtube. However, everything having to 
do with generating the high voltage power supply is con- 
tained in the various power packs. 

The Pro-Pak power supply is the simplest of the 
three. It consists of a lightweight leather case and a com- 
pact 510 volt dry battery. This connects directly to the 
capacitor to charge it. 

The AC-Pak connects to the household 110 volt alter- 
nating current. It contains a transformer that boosts 
the house current to high voltage AC, and a rectifier 
that changes the AC to direct current. 

The D-Pak has as its primary power source four “D” 
photoflash cells. These supply approximately 6 volts. 
This current operates a vibrator-transformer-rectifier 
system to obtain high voltage DC. 


What we tested 


In evaluating the Strobonar Seven, the following ques- 
tions were considered: 1. Does the unit provide adequate 
light despite its small size? 2. Is the illumination even, 
or are there hot spots? 3. How effective are the three 
kinds of power packs, and do (Continued on page 161)

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HAVE YOU SEEN any new Omega enlargers recently? If 
not, you’re due for a big surprise next time you take a 
look at one. For Simmon Brothers, Inc., of Long Island 
City, N. Y., have completely redone their famous line of 
enlargers, and have added a new, mighty midget to the 
family of big fellows. 

The result: A family of autofocus and manual focus 
enlargers which can handle any film size from tiny 
Minox to 5 x 7 inches, with design and construction fea- 
tures that make them unique among the world’s photo- 
graphic equipment. 

There are seven models in the new Omega line, iden- 
tified by what at first appears to be a bewildering code 
of letters and numbers. Actually, it’s very simple to sort 
things out. The letters indicate the film sizes which each 
model will handle—starting with “A” for the smallest 
and working up to the giant “E” (see photo below).

There used to be a “C” series for “up to 344 x 414” 
negatives, but it was discontinued some years ago. The 
numbers identify different versions in the same size class, 
the highest number going to the latest version. 

It so happens that all currently made odd-numbered 
Omegas are autofocus, while the even-numbered ones 
are focused manually. Thus the D-2 and B-8 are manual 
focus versions of the autofocus D-3 and B-7 models. 
There is no autofocus edition of the A-2 at present, and 
no manual focus companion to the big E-5. Having 
settled who’s who among the Omegas, let’s see what 
makes these enlargers unique. 

General construction: Examination of an Omega en- 
larger indicates that it is very likely to outlast the per- 
son who buys it—even a very young person. Simplicity 
of design, choice of materials and their generous propor-

Molecular coat 


Unlikely as it may seem, there’s a con- 
nection between the Lumenized coating 
on Kodak lenses and the mirror-like 
Lumaclad finish on Kodak Flasholders. 
They’re born in a hole in the air. 

It works like this: when you heat a 
metal under ultra-high vacuum—about 
1 billionth of atmospheric pressure—the 
metal doesn’t just melt down into a 
puddle. It evaporates! If you put a piece 
of glass or plastic material in the vacuum 





chamber, the metal condenses on the 
material to form a microscopically thin 
coating only a few molecules thick. 

We use this technique to coat Kodak 
Lumenized lenses with just the right 
thickness of some material like sodium 
fluoride for exact optical characteristics. 
And the coating is firmly bonded to the 
glass to form a hard surface. 

The same vacuum technique, using

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Dr. Cinema says: 


You can go from long shot to close-up in one 


sweep by putting your camera on wheels 


You are looking at a film showing a 
long shot of a crowd, when gradually 
you find yourself being transported 
right into the middle of the group. You 
are no longer looking at the crowd 
from a distance. Through a smooth 
transition from long shot to medium 
shot to close-up, you are an intimate 
part of it. No breaks in continuity, no 
dissolves, no switching of lenses. 

For this effect, professional movie 
makers use dollies and booms to give 
their cameras locomotion. The dolly, 
a rubber-tired vehicle that carries the 
camera smoothly forward or back- 
ward, makes it possible to move from 
long shot to close-up without chang- 
ing lenses. The boom mount allows the 
cameraman to start filming from 
above his subject and then to move 
down for extreme close-ups. You can 
do the same thing with your home 
movie productions—perhaps not to the 
extent that professional equipment 
permits, but enough to give your films 
something of the emotional quality. 


Your camera on wheels 


Let’s suppose you plan to shoot 
footage of your youngster hard at 
work over his studies. You need a long 
shot to establish his surroundings, 
followed by a medium shot to point out 
the center of interest, and a close-up 
to catch that look of complete concen- 
tration. Ordinarily, you would either 
switch lenses or move in closer for 
each shot. But both methods mean a 
break in film run. You would like to 
shoot the whole business in one sweep. 


What can you use for a dolly? 


Mount your camera and tripod on 
an express wagon—the kind in which 
kids usually tear down the streets. 
Lighting can be evenly diffused 
through the entire room by pointing 
floods at the ceiling. To assure maxi- 
mum sharpness throughout the shot, 
determine the footage setting at which 
you will get the maximum zone of 
sharp focus (depth of field). Make 
sure your setting will assure sharp 
focus at the farthest point you are 
shooting from and the nearest point. 
Have someone push you across the 
floor toward junior with the camera 
running. Move slowly to avoid too 
rapid a transition. Remember to let 
the camera run a few seconds before 
starting to move and allow a few sec- 
onds running time at the end. 

There are several other ways to 
give your camera mobility. Even 
Hollywood has resorted to some pretty 


ordinary items for camera movement. 
James Wong Howe, Cinematographer, 
in shooting Body and Soul a few years 
ago, used roller skates to move about 
the ring for the big fight scene. 


Automobile as a dolly 


Many amateurs have discovered the 
carpod, a simple homemade device for 
affixing camera and pan head to the 
car window. Just remember to let 
someone else do the driving while you 
are doing the filming. The car-mounted 
camera can be great for shooting 
travel continuity. Aim the camera 
straight ahead at road signs, building 
clusters, farms, and other highway 
subjects. The car acts as a dolly. A 
smooth highway is essential for good 
footage. If you have a station wagon, 
you can set camera and tripod in the 
rear for shots of following cars, pass- 
ing scenery, and recently visited spots 
disappearing over the horizon. 


Tripod boom shots 


Your elevator tripod can be put to 
work as a modified boom. True, it 
won’t give you all the advantages of 
a man-carrying professional boom, but 
it will help to get boom shot effects 
into your films. 

You want to shoot the cake-cutting 
scene at a birthday party. For the 
boom effect, you’ll need a chair to 
stand on and an elevator tripod. 

Set the camera and the tripod on 
the floor in the regular way. Crank the 
elevator all the way down. Focus the 
camera on the cake; run the camera 
a few seconds in a fixed position; and 


car. The lens should be aimed toward 
the front of the train to get both loco- 
motive and passing scenery. Start 
camera and train running. You might 
set the camera at 32 or 48 frames per 
second to compensate somewhat for 
bumpy rails. 

You can use many things to put your 
camera in motion, people have tried 
kites, model railroads, automobiles, 
and toy carts. If you take a look 
around the house, you probably will 
find something that no one else has 
thought of to do the trick. 


Zoom lenses 


Until now, we have been talking 
about methods of putting motion into 
your films without spending a lot of 
money. But, if you really want to do a 
professional job and have the money, 
the zoom-type lenses are for you. 
MODERN’s April, 1955, issue carried a 
complete zoom lens story. 

Zoom lenses are variable focal- 
length objectives. You can go from 
wide angle to telephoto in one long 
sweep just by moving a lever. Some 
of the elements are moved mechanical- 
ly as you operate the lever, changing 
the focal length. 

You might be shooting a beach 
scene. Just one person is walking near 
the water. It’s a great mood bit, but 
you feel it will be spoiled if you move 
in with a camera or if you break con- 
tinuity by shifting lenses and halting 
camera run. The zoom lens permits 
you to shoot a wide-angle scene, then 
to go right into normal and through to 
telephoto for your close-up, without 
interruption. You've done all this with- 
out once moving from the spot where 
you started to shoot. 

All sorts of effects can be gained by 
using the zoom-type lenses. How 
would you inject the sensation of fall- 
ing from a building into a movie? A 
zoom lens would do it. The first shot 
would be an establishing shot of the 
building roof. The next one would show 
the roof’s edge and the street. All this 
has been shot with the zoom lens at 
normal or wide-angle position. Then, 
you start zooming, with the camera

then start cranking up the elevator, 
shooting all the while. Standing on the 
chair will help you to look through the 
viewfinder. You’ll have to pan down 
slightly to keep the lens on the center 
of interest. 

When you reach full extension, you 
should have cake, guest of honor, and 
hungry audience all in view. Run the 
camera for a few seconds and then 
start cranking down to a relative 
close-up--ef the knife going through 
the cake. 

If you own an interesting mode! 
railroad layout, you can add the con- 
tinuity missing from those travel 
films. Place your camera in a gondola 


pointed down toward the street, show- 
ing the side of the building. Let the 
camera run for a few seconds so that 
your audience can catch its breath. 

The “how and when” to put move- 
ment into your camera has to be mixed 
well with good movie-making tech- 
niques. Zooming, whether done with a 
special lens, dolly, or booms, must be 
used with restraint. A few hundred 
feet of film shot with the movement 
idea in mind will go a long way toward 
teaching you its limitations. 

Just remember that, with too much 
zoom, you are liable to have a sea- 
sick audience on your hands.

ANSCOCHROME 16mm reversal movie film is the answer 
to an amateur moviemaker’s prayer. It promises to go 
a long way toward delivering him from the insurmount- 
able limitations of ordinary color film. Its 32 ASA rat- 
ing makes it three times as fast as previously available 
color films. It has advantages that amateur filmers have 
been yearning for since the first day that color emulsions 
hit the market. You can shoot at smaller lens openings, 
under poor conditions, than heretofore possible. 

Moperw tested Anscochrome under a variety of condi- 
tions—some of them pretty bad for color shooting. We 
found it to be a tremendous improvement over films 
employed as a basis for comparison. 

It’s difficult to pick out one single advantage that is 
more important than the rest—the film has so many. So 
let’s start, arbitrarily, with latitude. Our tests indicated 
to us that Anscochrome has possible exposure latitude 
of one stop in each direction. Shooting in bright sunlight, 
Samuel Fass, prominent amateur whom MopERN asked 
to test the film, shot several scenes with normal, one stop 
over-, and one stop under-exposures. 

While the normally exposed shots were the most satis- 
factory, we found results from one stop over- and one 
stop under-exposures were definitely usable footage. He 
tested color rendition in a botanical garden with a tre- 
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This is the kind of picture made possible with the new 
Anscochrome movie film.

mendous variety of color. Results were more than ex- 
pected based on current standards. For one thing, color 
rendition was surprisingly true to life. Anscochrome de- 
livered results neither falsely over-brilliant nor dully 
opaque as we’ve often experienced with some other color 
films. Rendition of the primary colors was accurate. An- 
other point in the film’s favor is the ability of the film to 
differentiate between subtle shades of a color, particularly 
red. We made a comparison test of the old Ansco Color 
movie film and Anscochrome in relation to flesh tones. 
Ansco Color produced muddy, unhealthy-looking flesh 
tones while Anscochrome flesh tones were lifelike. 

Anscochrome is no different than other color films, 
in that the best results come with shooting in bright 
sunlight. But sometimes that just isn’t possible. 

Anscochrome doesn’t put sunlight where there isn’t 
any, but it does the next best thing. We found color 
rendition under hazy bright and dull conditions to be 
better than could be expected. Shadow detail proved 
stronger, and where sunlight and shadow were inter- 
mixed footage was acceptable. 

And then we started to try a few things that had 
always been considered a waste of film. We shot film at 
about 9 A.M. when it’s generally impossible to shoot 
in color because you get an over-all red hue. The red 
hue was not completely absent but the results were good. 
Then we really started pushing our luck. 

We shot ’way past the time when sensible people put 
their cameras away. Film exposed late in the day, almost 
at dusk, show some tendency toward redness or blueness. 
Again results were acceptable. 

The big surprise came at night. We fitted a Nominar 
£/0.95 lens to the camera and went to work at an amuse- 
ment park. In most cases an exposure meter reading was 
impossible, so we just opened up all the way and started 
filming. In several instances results were close to being 
overexposed. Where we could take a meter reading we 
were zble to shoot at about f/2. 

But let’s return to normal use of the film. MopERN’s 
tests in bright sunlight for normally exposed film re- 
quired lens openings of between f/11 and f/16 at 16 
frames per second. Under cloudy bright conditions 
openings ranged from f/8 to f/11. Other, slower color 
films usually require about {/5.6 to {/8 for average sub- 
jects in bright sunlight, and £/2.8 on dull days. 

Right now, Anscochrome is available only in daylight 
emulsions. Anscochrome is made in 16mm 50-foot maga- 
zine and 100-foot roll film sizes. List price for magazines 
is $6.95, rolls, $10.40, including processing.—M. A. M.

served through a viewer.” Just how true 
was it? The slides amazed us. Pictures 
taken at full aperture, {/4, appeared 
adequately sharp from about 7 or 8 feet 
to infinity! True, when you shut one eye 
or the other, the feeling of over-all sharp- 
ness disappeared. But you look at stereo 
with two eyes. No stereo camera with a 
standard system of focusing can pro- 
duce as great an apparent depth of field 
at £/4 as can the Stereo Graphic. If there 
is a hitch, it occurs closer. than 7 ft. 

To take a portrait at four feet, the 
lenses must be stopped down to £/8. 
With the single shutter speed available, 


w@ 


your chances at close portraiture depend 
upon weather conditions, since the ex- 
posure must be £/8 at 1/50 sec. 

Aside from the single limitation, the 
new stereo camera should prove excel- 
lent for the casual stereo snap-shooter 
who will not find the limits of close fo- 
cusing a liability. Sharpness is not on a 
par with that obtainable from the best 
focusing stereo cameras, but the differ- 
ence is not evident unless results from 
both types are compared in quick suc- 
cession. 

In short, the utter simplicity of this 
camera, its compactness and clever opti- 
cal design should make it an ideal in-

A few years ago, if a friend with less 
than $75 burning a hole in his pocket 
asked for advice on choosing a camera, 
we'd advise a 2144 x 24-inch reflex. It 
seemed to stand to reason that you just

couldn’t get a good 35mm camera cap- 
able of top results for much less. 
That’s all changed now, and the 
Japanese manufacturers have done a 
lot towards changing it. The new Ricoh 
35 is a shining example of their ingenu- 
ity and workmanship at a modest price 
—$59.95 for camera, case, and flashgun. 
The Ricoh 35 is pretty much of an 
original design. A three-element, coated 
45mm lens houses a_between-the-lens 
shutter with speeds from 1/10 to 1/200 
sec. The lens couples to an exceptionally 
bright, single-window, combined range 
and viewfinder. Pressure from a single 
finger on the focusing button rotates the 
lens from three feet to infinity in an in- 
credibly smooth helical focusing mount. 
The body is a sturdy metal casting. The 
back and bottom plate slip off for load- 


ing, showing a well-finished interior. 


DecemBer, 1955 


The Ricoh 35 has an unusual rapid- 
wind lever on the bottom plate. When 
not in use, it folds out of the way. 
There’s also a regular film-wind knob 
atop the camera which can be used. But 
if you’re shooting sequences or want 
rapid action from the camera, hook your 
forefinger over the folding handie of the 
rapid-wind lever and pull it in an arc. 
A fraction of a second later, the film is 
wound to the next exposure, and the 
shutter is cocked. Twenty exposures in 
ten seconds are possible. 

The rewind knob is a second welcome 
feature.

open frame sports finder built into it as 
in most cameras. Instead, a direct opti- 
cal finder for the 58mm lenses is in- 
corporated into the camera body. 
Ground glass image brilliance is com- 
parable with the best single-lens 35mm 
reflex cameras. The mirror mechanism 
is spring operated and flies out of the 
way automatically when the shutter re- 
lease is pressed. 

The back of the Corbina removes 
completely for loading. The body in- 
terior is not a solid casting but is made 
largely of sheet metal. A careful ex- 
amination of both camera and negatives 
revealed that alignment of the film plane 
was quite accurate. 

Besides the automatic diaphragm, the 
other big news about the Corbina is in 
the accessory department. On the bot-

tom of the camera is a recessed notched 
wheel. This wheel will connect to all 
sorts of automatic spring drives. There 
is a spring motor drive that attaches to 
the bottom of the camera. You can shoot 
up to ten frames as fast as you can press 
the shutter release. There is another 
motor drive which can be operated by 
remote control. There are also several 
bulk-film backs which allow bulk rolls 
of film to be used instead of standard 
cartridges. The bulk-film backs and

motor drives can be used in conjunction 
with one another, A portrait viewing ac- 
cessory is another interesting gadget. A 
lightbox and tube mount in place of the 
eye- or waist-level viewer. At the end of

the lightbox is a ground glass which 
shows an enlarged viewing image, 3 x 
41% inches. Other accessories have been 
promised—stereo attachments, bellows 
for close-up work, microscope adapters. 
None are available in the United States 
at present, and no prices have been fixed 
upon them. For that matter, the exact 
price of the Corbina has not yet been 
determined. 

There are, however, a few other things 
you should know about this camera. 
Some models do not have the built-in 
automatic diaphragm control. If you 
want an automatic Corbina examine the 
inside of the camera body for the auto- 
matic lever (see picture, page 92). If the 
camera body does not have this lever, it 
will not operate automatically even if it 
has the automatic lens. All automatic 
lenses for the Corbina have the small 
push rod at the rear (see picture, page 
92). 

Also watch for this same camera 
model imported under other names. 
There may be several possible importers, 
all bringing in the same machine under 
different brand names. You'll have to 
compare the photographs in MopERN 
with the actual cameras to see if they’re 
the same. The Corbina (named after a 
fish, incidentally) is expected to be the 
import of Alfa Photo Corp., 303 West 42 
Street, New York 36, New York, who will

also handle all the accessory equipment. 
The model used by Mopern had one 
flash sync terminal for X sync, but some 
others will have two; one M, the other X. 

MoperNn worked with two Corbinas, 
one with and one without the automatic 
mechanism, for three months. They be- 
haved admirably. No mechanical trouble 
of any sort was experienced. The cam- 
era handles easily. The shutter release, 
at an angle at the front of the camera, 
was comfortably placed. Loading, 
changing lenses were accomplished 
swiftly. The £/2 58mm Biotar lens is an 
established optic of proven quality. 
Camera finish and construction compare 
with other good instruments made in the 
Eastern zone of Germany. The prospec- 
tive buyer will be getting an interesting 
camera in the Corbina, with or without 
accessories.—H. K.

the area to be cut depend upon light 
entering the camera lens and striking 
small slits in the metal frame. If you’re 
shooting a dark subject, or a subject 
with central brilliance only, such as a 
portrait under a directional spotlight,

the lines may not register. In these cases 
you'll simply have to cut the trans- 
parency to fit without the help of the 
lines. 

The new Rollei system is going to 
raise one large question. Don’t you lose 
a good deal of area by employing the 
mask in the back of the camera to re- 
duce picture size from the standard 244 
x 214 to 14% x 144 in.? To begin with, if 


When film is returned from processor, 
cut along lines outside of picture area. 
Cameras other than Rolleis will not 
produce these lines, however. 


you take careful measurements, you'll 
find that the picture area of a mounted 
214 x 2% in. transparency is actually 
only 2 x 2 in., while the new system uses 
the full 14% x 1% in. format. So you 
really only lose ¥% in. all around. If you 
feel so inclined, you can always leave 
the mask out. Then, when you get your 
picture back, you can crop it any way 
you wish to fit the 1144 x 14% inch format. 
So, although you waste film area, you 
gain adaptability since this new system 
is the only one allowing cropping after 
the picture is actually shot. 

Moperw, in testing the new system, 
was surprised it worked so well. We

frankly expected the larger transpar- 
ency size of 14% x 1% to buckle in 
its cardboard mount. Buckling is one 
of the primary reasons for recommend- 
ing that 21%4 x 214 transparencies al- 
ways be mounted in glass. But the new, 
in-between size did not buckle. Instead, 
it lay quite flat in the film plane. It 
seldom “popped” out of focus when it 
became warm in the projector, as do 
many 35mm cardboard-mounted slides. 

How about 214 x 214 reflex cameras 
other than Rolleis? Aside from the 
focal-plane film mask, which will fit 
few other cameras, any camera can use 
the new system. The full 214 x 214 trans- 
parency can be cut to fit the 144 x 1% 
inch masks. In fact, if you have any old, 
unmounted 244 x 214 transparencies 
that can stand cropping (and you'll be

surprised how many need it), you can 
remount them for projection with the 
new system. 

There’s more good news for Rollei 
owners. Several of the larger color-pro- 
cessing labs have reached agreements 
with Burleigh Brooks to process films 
shot by the new system and return 
them already mounted for you in the 
cardboard mounts. (For a list of these 
processors, send a _ self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to Mount Editor, 
Mopern PuotocrapHy, 33 West 60th 
Street, New York 23, N. Y.) —uH. kK.

£/4, the proper opening. The pointer 
still remains at thirteen. 

The more you work with the system, 
the handier it seems. One exposure- 
meter reading, and you can put the 
meter away, unless subjects or other 
conditions change. Need a larger open- 
ing to blur your background? Simply 
move the aperture wheel to the opening 
you want, and the shutter speed will ad- 
just automatically to the proper speed. 

When you don’t want the inter- 
coupled Light Value Scale, you can al- 
ways lock it out. (For a more complete 
explanation of the LVS system, see 
Mopern’s February issue, page 98.) 


New shutter 


The Synchro-Compur shutter has also 
undergone a change in order to con- 
form with the LVS system. Shutter 
speeds are now in arithmetical pro- 
gression: 1, 4%, 4, %, As» Yao Yor 
VY o5> VY50> and Yoo sec. This new 
numbering system is apt to cause some 
distress among meter owners who find 
the meter dials registering the older 
Yor Yas» Yoo: Yoo Yano sec. system. 
The closest equivaient will generally 
do (if your meter reads 149 sec., for in- 
stance, you can use },9 sec.). A great 
number of the newer meters, however, 
will have dials in accord with the LVS 
system. 

The LVS system isn’t the only new 
addition to the Rollei. The two, rather 
clumsy, thumb locks around the aper- 
ture and shutter-speed wheels have been 
replaced with an excellent click-setting 
device which is sufficiently ridged to 
hold the settings in place, but which 
can be changed easily when wanted. On 
the old—and now discontinued—2.8 C 
model, there were two levers on top of 
the camera’s front plate. One controlled 
the sync; the other, the self-timer. On 
the 2.8 D, one lever controls both. 


Other changes 


There are two other changes on the 
Rolleiflex 2.8 D. The two levers, which 
act as collars around the flash outlet 
and shutter release, have been rede- 
signed to correspond with the improved 
ones on the f£/3.5 models. 

Other Rollei features remain the 
same as on the 2.8 C: speeds from 1 to 
Yoo sec., automatic shutter and film 
wind by crank, eye-level focusing as well 
as standard waist-level ‘focusing. The 
Rolleiflex 2.8 D can be had with the 
five-element Schneider Xenotar or Zeiss 
Planar lens for $291.50, less case. It’s 
definitely a camera the professional or 
advanced amateur will want to look at, 
try, and, if he can, add to his equip- 
ment.—H. K.

boy to his environment. He’s not just an 
interesting boy, he’s an interesting boy 
in a specific place. To see what I mean 
try covering the buildings on either side 
with your hands, leaving only the head. 
There are times when just a head is all 
a photographer wants. But he should 
have the freedom to include more, to re- 
inforce his feeling about the subject by 
including background when he needs it. 
And the semi-wide angle of the Makro- 
Kilar gives him this freedom when shoot- 
ing close-up.” 

What about distortion when your lens 
is close—practically eye-to-eye with the 
subject? The classic answer is to move 
back, preferably with a long-focus or 
telephoto lens in order to keep the image 
large while gaining proper perspective. 
Feinstein’s views are somewhat uncon- 
ventional. He feels that the Makro-Kilar 
shows things more as the eye actually 
sees them close-up. The eye “distorts,” 
too, at a short range. So with the Makro- 
Kilar Feinstein tries only to keep the 
distortion within limits—in order to give 
the viewer of the print the same feeling 
the photographer had while making the 
picture. In the close-up picture of the 
boy (page 86) Feinstein used one sim- 
ple device to keep the head from being 
too noticeably misshapen—he took a 
three-quarter view, instead of a full face 
shot. The buildings in the background 
are purposely out of focus, though they 
could have been made sharper if Fein- 
stein had felt this was desirable. 


For low-light shooting 


On the mechanical side, Feinstein 
liked the ease with which he could focus 
even in poor light. The f/3.5 Makro- 
Kilar gave him a brighter, more con- 
trasty image in his prism, eye-level view- 
er than when he used an ordinary lens 
at f/2. “And change in focus,” he says, 
“is so apparent that there’s no doubt 
about when the image does or doesn’t 
look sharp.” Why? You only need one 
full turn of the Model D’s focusing ring 
to go from infinity to two inches—and a 
turn of a little over a quarter of an inch 
takes you from infinity to 3.3 feet. All 
these factors, plus the lens’ depth of 
field, are why Feinstein uses the £/3.5 
Makro-Kilar by choice (together with 
the new, fast black-and-white films) un- 
der even the poorest lighting conditions. 

“Everything about the Makro-Kilar is 
easy to handle,” continues Feinstein, 
“including the wide, milled rubber focus- 
ing ring which can be used while wear- 
ing gloves. The lens was designed with 
the photographer in mind, and offers so 
much that lack of click stops, pre-set 
diaphragm, or engraved depth of field 
scale seems unimportant. For instance, 
with the lens stopped down to f/8 for the 
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picture of the boys (page 85), I could 
see well enough to focus and determine 
just how much was sharp. As I looked 
through my prism viewer I could keep 
an eye on all the little things that were 
going on.” 

Mopern’s only criticisms of the de- 
sign come at this point, and they are 
minor. First, f/stop and focusing rings 
move so easily that it is possible to 
change settings accidentally. Though 
the aperture ring is purposely designed 
to move easily so you can change aper-

ture without altering focus setting, we 
found it necessary to hold the focusing 
ring while changing stops. 

Second, click stops, pre-set dia- 
phragm, and engraved depth of field 
scale have not been included for techni- 
cal reasons. The pre-set diaphragm 
would have made the lens too bulky; 
click stops would have necessitated re- 
ducing the easy action of the focusing 
ring; and an engraved depth of field 
scale posed problems yet to be solved, 
considering the nature of the lens and 
its mount. 

You may find some occasions when 
you miss these features—but fewer than 
you might think. In some outdoor situa- 
tions you may need to focus wide-open 
and stop down to f/1l or 16 later. 
There’s no doubt that taking the camera 
away from the eye to do this does slow 
down shooting. 

Though depth can be observed with 
a fair amount of reliability through a 
prism eye-level viewer, an engraved 
depth of field scale would be a useful ad- 
dition for some close-ups and available 
light pictures, as well as for a few out- 
door shots made at lens openings small- 
er than f/8. To fill this need the importer 
(Kling Photo Corp., 235 Fourth Ave., 
New York, N. Y.), packs a depth-of-field 
chart with each lens. 

Simultaneously with testing the lens 
in actual practice, MopeRN sent both 
models (D and E) out for a thorough 
optical bench test. Each received a rat- 
ing of “better” than many other top-

grade lenses available for 35mm cam- 
eras. The Model E we had tested was 
sharp from edge to edge at £/3.5, and 
had virtually no flare (light reaching the 
film as a result of internal reflections 
within the lens). The particular Model 
D tested did show a slight amount of 
flare at the same stop, but this cleared 
completely at {/4. Except for this, both 
models had fine contrast and resolution 
at all stops up to about f/16, where 
sharpness began to fall off slightly (a 
normal phenomenon in many lenses for 
35mm cameras). The critical aperture 
(at which a lens makes its sharpest pic- 
tures) was between f/5.6 and f/8 for 
both models. 

Not bad! Though the Makro-Kilar 
may not be the all-purpose lens you 
dream about, until that comes along you 
can get more freedom and more scope 
with this lens than with the ordinary 
type. You may even find, like Harold 
Feinstein, that it alters your whole con- 
cept of a picture story. 

“All of a sudden, out of the blue, I can 
really shoot close-ups journalistically to 
record significant detail which adds 
punch and variety. I can move in on a 
pair of hands to see what they are writ- 
ing, then get the over-all scene seconds 
later. Close-ups are now so easy,” Fein- 
stein adds, “that I feel they will become 
an important part of almost any picture 
story. "—CORA WRIGHT.

rangefinder; instead, they focus by hy- 
perfocal distance or depth of field table 
to achieve the maximum zone of sharp 
focus. With the short focal length of the 
35mm camera lenses, the depth of field, 
even at £/3.5, frequently compensates 
more than adequately for any small er- 
rors in judgment. It’s a shame that the 
makers didn’t include a hyperfocal dis- 
tance table on the exposure data table 
beneath the camera. 

No trouble was experienced at any 
time with the new Realist in the month 
it was tested. Stereo pairs made with it 
compared in quality with those made 
with its more expensive brother. Pho- 
tographers accustomed to rangefinder 
cameras had little trouble in adjusting 
to photography without one, and they 
were soon able to judge distances ade- 
quately. The rapid-wind lever allowed 
stereo pairs to be shot in rapid succes- 
sion. 

The Realist 45 fills a real need for a 
quality instrument capable of turning 
out top stereo pictures, but at a price 
that the less well-heeled enthusiast can 
afford.—H. kK.

concise manner devoid of frills or fads. 
Although Newcombe writes in the first 
person, the text manages to be some- 
what dry. Owners of Leica and Contax 
cameras will find that a great deal 
of space has been devoted to these 
particular instruments with compari- 
sons drawn rather nicely between 
them. 

Newcombe’s photographic illustra- 
tions follow the usual British prac- 
tice of making them technically ex- 
cellent, but dull in picture content. 
For a British book, however, the 
author has done a remarkable job in 
discussing both American and British 
available equipment. 

The book is well suited to the be- 
ginner. But it’s also a first-rate refer- 
ence manual for the advanced amateur 
or professional who wants to enhance 
his knowledge on all aspects of 35mm 
technique.—H. K. 


HOW TO DO HOME MOVIE TRICKS, by 
Julien Caunter, 176 pages, many dia- 
grams. Focal Press, London. Imported by 
Amphoto. Price $1.75. 

This 16th in the series of pocket- 
size Focal Moviebooks tells you how 
to produce almost every conceivable 
type of trick for making motion pic- 
tures. First described are tricks that 
can be effected by varying the camera 
operating speeds, reverse action from 
upside down cameras, stop-motion, 
and animation. Included in each of 
these sections is information on the 
practical as well as magical uses of 
the techniques described, and detailed 
instructions on how to build gadgets 
and accessories which will enable your 
doing them. 


Cartoons and puppetry, superim- 
position, ghosts, fun with masks, even 
the old black thread stunts, comprise 
more of the filming illusions covered 
by Caunter. Interesting is his sugges- 
tion to capture the beauty of kaleido- 
scopes on color film. 

Final chapters point out the impor- 
tance of editing which will augment 
the tricks as photographed, and chemi- 
cal or physical after-treatments; some 
of the latter I considered dubious. 

The introduction itself consists 
largely of a rather good outline of all 
the possible movie tricks, set up in a 
result and method format.

The cannier members steered clear 
of a huge box which they surmised 
contained a gag present. It did. A gal- 
lon of filtered water, to be used “full 
strength” in mixing a hypo bath, as 
the careful instructions explained. My 
gag contribution was a booklet on how 
to raise kittens. I had added another 
package, slightly more useful to the 
average shutterbug. But what do you 
know? The gal who got the kitten

adapted to smaller cities than to this 
metropolis, where you have to journey 
for miles to get out of the suburbs, 
and the chances are 10 to 1 there 
won’t be any white Christmas. But the 
decorations of houses, outdoor trees, 
etc., are festive and your problem 
might be that many members, as well 
as guests, would want to stop and 
make some shots of attractive Christ- 
mas effects. 

Or you might do something like 
this. A week or 10 days before Christ- 
mas, have a joint club night field trip. 
Wander around town, photographing 
trees and store windows and Santa 
Clauses and struggling shoppers. 
There again the weather is a control- 
ling factor. Such a jaunt on a bitter 
cold, windy or snowy night would be 
no bargain. 

Occasionally a club, early in De- 
cember, has one session with props 
and lights, giving the members a 
chance to shoot pictures for Christmas 
cards. Some of the beginners may not 
know just how to go about producing 
these photo greeting cards. This is a 
good time to show them how. 


Plan ahead 


Whatever you do, a club Christmas 
party should be held fairly early, no 
later than Dec. 15, because members 
and guests (if you decide on a joint 
party) get very deep in last-minute 
chores and errands, not to mention 
other parties. I think a dinner party 
is too big a deal for a camera club 
Christmas celebration, takes too much 
preparation by the _ entertainment 
committee, costs too much money. 

Remember that club parties with 
“audience participation” always seem 
to be better than more elaborate and 
costly affairs involving paid enter- 
tainers. I’ve been to these shindigs 
where everybody sat on chairs around 
the room while a musician with an 
accordion played and sang, egging us 
all on to sing with him. The response 
is usually half-hearted, and won’t help 
your joint party. Handled right your 
party can spark the social side of club 
membership.—THE END

Though it isn’t likely 
that film ratings will go higher than 
400 far a while, here’s how you can use 
your meter if you want to take a read- 
ing at 800 or higher. First set the meter 
at 400. Next take a reading and pick 
your f/stop-shutter speed combination. 
For an equivalent rating of 800 just 
close your lens down one more stop 
than the meter shows. For 1600 close 
down two stops. Why does this work? 
Both ASA exposure indexes and Wes- 
ton ratings operate on an arithmetical 
scale. This means that film rated 200 is 
twice as fast as that marked 100; 400 
twice as fast as 200, etc.—Ed.

HOW TO DO IT 


Having trouble washing roll film in 
a sink? Go to your local hardware 
store and get a plastic container large 
enough to hold the reel from your de- 
veloping tank. To assure a continuous 
flow of water drill four small holes 
about % inch in diameter, slightly 
above the bottom of the container. To 


take care of overflow, cut a % by 1 
inch opening near the top of the jar 
(see illustration). When jar is placed 
under running water the water will 
partially escape through the holes at 
the bottom, and rise in the container 
until it flows out of the opening at the 
top. This cuts washing time of film 
considerably.

all three packs provide the same light 
output? 4. Does the “D” cell pack pro- 
vide reliable results? 

The unit gave enough light for all 
ordinary amateur photographic uses. 
Useful guide numbers were found to be: 
with Kodak Tri-X, 220-240; Plus-X, 
120; Kodachrome, 30; Anscochrome, 
50. All films were developed normally. 
With increased development of black- 
and-white films, higher guide numbers 
weuld no doubt be possible. 

The guide numbers established by 
test were quite similar to those given in 
the instruction book accompanying the 
unit. This booklet, incidentally, is note- 
worthy for its candid language and con- 
servative claims. 

The photographic tests were made 
with a twin-lens reflex camera which has 
a taking lens of 3 in. focal length. The 
illumination appeared to be even over 
the entire negative area; there were no 
hot spots. Despite its small size, this re- 
flector does a good job. 


Comparing the three packs 


Careful tests showed that the AC-Pak 
produces more light than the battery 
packs—the equivalent of 1/3 to 1/2 stop 
exposure difference. The instruction 
book recommends an interval of at least 
three seconds between flashes with the 
AC-Pak. Although the unit can be 
flashed every second, such rapid opera- 
tion will burn out the AC-Pak, and there 
is really little need to flash at such a 
rate. 

The AC unit draws very little current, 
so the cost of operation is negligible. It 
is an obvious choice where hundreds or 
thousands of flashes are needed indoors 
at a fixed location. 

The Pro-Pak and the D-Pak gave ap- 
proximately equal light output, when 
used within their capabilities. 

The Pro-Pak is powered by the 510 
volt Eveready #497 battery. The gun 
can be flashed every four seconds, with 
a 450 volt charge on the capacitor (prac- 
tically a full charge). About 1500 flashes 
can be obtained from one battery, if they 
are all made within about one year 
(after that time the battery will start to 
die out by itself, from age). So, the Pro- 
Pak is a good choice for the man who 
needs many flashes in a short time, plus 
portability. 

The D-Pak power supply proved to be 
remarkably efficient. The batteries cost 
only 80 cents per set, and under a severe 
flashing test produced 100 flashes with 
consistent, excellent results. With a less 
severe flashing schedule it is probable 
that many more flashes could be had 
from a set of batteries.

onds before each flash, and turned off 
after each flash, consistent results can 
be had, even with color. Tests showed 
that the power could be left on for five 
minutes without undue strain on the 
system, but this practice is not recom- 
mended. The D-Pak is suitable for the 
casual picture taker, who may make 50 
flashes in one week and then not use the 
gun again for several weeks or months. 

The instruction book offers an im- 
portant hint to extend battery life. If the 
gun has not been used for some time. 
the capacitors may need a great deal of 
current to charge them for the first flash. 
This initial charge should be made with 
old batteries, so they will be exhausted 
by the heavy load, instead of the new 
batteries. 

Addition of a ready-light would be an 
improvement. If you don’t allow suffi- 
cient charging time, the Strobonar Seven 
will flash even though the capacitors are 
less than half charged—at only 200 
volts. With such a half-hearted flash, the 
light output is only about one-quarter 
that produced by a full 450 volts. This is 
a sure guarantee of underexposure, par- 
ticularly with color.

all add up to a ruggedness which is un- 
surpassed (if even matched) by any oth- 
er photographic equipment we have 
ever seen. These things are built to last! 

However, the brute strength which is 
evident throughout does not come from 
mere mass and weight. Aluminum alloys 
are the predominant material. Probably 
the heaviest single part of each enlarger 
is the laminated wood baseboard. 

An important recent change in Omega 
construction is the standardization on 
twin “U” channel girders for upright 
supports in the B, D, and E series. Pre- 
viously, some of these models were built 
around a single triangular, hollow 
girder similar in design to that now 
found only on the A-2 (see photo, page 
94). The new girders are made with in- 
tegral gear tracks along the back of both 
girders. Molded nylon gears engage the 
two tracks. When you crank the magnifi- 
cation control handle, the nylon gears 
run up or down the girder tracks, rais- 
ing or lowering the lamphouse-negative 
stage assembly, which is counterbal- 
anced by a spring tape. 

A different system is used on the A-2; 
you simply loosen a large, knurled lock 
nut and slide the enlarger head up or 
down as desired. 

Another change from previous models 
is in the rotating base—to make giant 
prints, you turn the enlarger 180 de- 
grees on the base and project onto the 
floor. Formerly a single lock knob was 
used to tighten the base pivot. Now three 
equidistant heavy duty bolts tighten 
metal clamps against a circular rim to 
hold the base rigidly in any position. A 
special wrench to fit these bolts is sup- 
plied with each enlarger. 


Design principles: According to the 
Simmon brothers (there are three) the 
two most important principles in en- 
larger design are: even light distribu- 
tion, and overall image sharpness. They 
consider that the construction feature 
which most determines whether or not 
these aims are achieved is the positive 
alignment (or lack of it) of the base- 
board, lensboard, negative carrier, and 
light source, in relation to each other. If 
any one of these is out of alignment, it 
is impossible to get even light distribu- 
tion and maximum overall image sharp- 
ness. And to achieve positive alignment 
they have gone to extraordinary lengths, 
including the elimination of several 
“sales” features which they consider to 
be incompatible with rigidity and cor- 
rect alignment. 

For example, tilting lensboards and 
negative stages, for distortion control, 
are found on many enlargers. Not so on 
the Omegas. Four bolts hold the nega-

tive stage rigidly—it is permanently 
locked into place at the factory, after 
careful measurement and leveling op- 
erations ensure its correct position. And 
the lensboards, although interchange- 
able, are also held in a rigid plane on the 
enlarger. 

Says Fred Simmon: “Out of 100 aver- 
age negatives to be enlarged, only a 
small percentage may require any dis- 
tortion control. But to make perfect en- 
largements, all the rest of the 100 need 
a precisely aligned optical system. We 
know of no way to combine absolute 
alignment and moveable lensboards and 
negative stages—so we chose alignment. 
For occasional distortion control we 
recommend the old reliable method of 
tilting the easel. For the photographer 
who has many negatives needing such 
correction, we have a distortion con- 
troller (see photo below) which fits right 
in the negative stage without upsetting 
the alignment.” 


(Editor’s note: Manual focusing is nec- 
essary when correcting for distortion, no 
matter which method is used. After- 
wards the autofocus mechanism must be 
reset and the negative refocused.) 





Distortion controller ‘fits | in negative 
stage. Negative goes in center open- 
ing, can be rotated or tilted at will 
by external controls to straighten angled 
building lines and other distortions. 


The optical system: All Omega en- 
largers are designed to handle negatives 
of various sizes. This means that lenses 
of different focal lengths must be used— 
and interchangeable lenses are avail- 
able. This raises the problem of getting 


| even, brilliant illumination over all of 


the negative sizes which the enlarger 
will accept; in turn, the light must pass 


| through lenses of different focal lengths 





and be distributed evenly over the easel. 

The Model E is lighted by the Omega- 
lite lamphouse—a doughnut-shaped af- 
fair containing a circular fluorescent 
tube. All that’s necessary is to inter- 
change enlarging lenses—the Omega- 
lite diffuses its light evenly no matter 
what the negative size.

to change image size, while focus re- 
mains sharp. There are a number of 
sticky complications in such a design. As 
a matter of fact, there have been few 
successful autofocus enlargers. 

Most autofocus enlargers are de- 
signed so that as you raise or lower 
the enlareer head, a cam actuates a 
lever system and racks the lens in or 
out. The shape of the cam must match 
accurately the focusing characteristics 
of the particular lens with which it is 
coupled. If not, it will be impossible to 
maintain sharp focus throughout the 
full range of image magnification, even 
with the lens closed down to a fairly 
small aperture. The entire structure 
must be designed so that lens and cam 
never get out of relation to each other; 
wear and resultant backlash in the 
lever system are a constant problem. 

Modern enlarging lenses are made to 
much higher standards than those of 
20 years ago, and this imposes more 
rigid mechanical requirements on the 
autofocus mechanism. Now add to all 
this the complications of interchange- 
able lenses. 


The Omega autofocus system: 
The Simmon brothers feel that they have 
finally licked the autofocus problem, 
with a novel conception by Alfred Sim- 
mon which has been incorporated in the 
new line. 

Look between the upright girders of 
an autofocus Omega and you'll see three 
long, narrow, hard aluminum alloy 
plates of odd shape. They are almost 
as tall as the girders. Each of these

focusing lever, an extremely sturdy and 
rigid mechanism. 

To change from one negative size to 
another there are three steps: change 
the lens; change the condensers; shift 
the follower wheel on its axle so it en- 
gages the appropriate cam. The en- 
larger must then be run up to maximum 
magnification and focused manually 
with a negative in the carrier. After 
that it remains in sharp focus until such 
time as lenses are interchanged again. 
The only special requirement is that the 
top of the easel must be exactly one 
inch above the enlarger baseboard. If 
not, focus will be inaccurate. 

Much of this design was present in 
earlier autofocus Omegas—but now 
there is one important difference. The 
three cams appear to be loose in their 
mounts. You can rattle them around, 
and most people wonder how they main- 
tain their proper position. Actually, the 
floating design ensures that they stay in 
perfect relationship with the lenses, but 
permits them to be completely free from 
stress and strains which might affect 
other parts of the enlarger structure. 
The cams are maintained in their de- 
sired position by carefully cut molded 
nylon blocks, which have great wear re- 
sistance and are dimensionally stable 
despite atmospheric changes. 


The remarkable cams: Simmon 
Brothers will not sell an autofocus 
Omega unless it has factory-matched 
cams and lenses. If you have your own 
lenses, and they are of good quality, 
the factory will cut cams to match. Oth- 
erwise, they supply lenses with the 
enlargers. 

The focal lengths of the lenses are 
measured to within .0021 inch. Then the 
focusing characteristics are computed, 
and a cam shape plotted. An elec- 
tronically controlled machine traces and 
cuts the cams automatically, at low 
cost. In fact, the operation would be so 
costly, if done entirely by human hand 
and mind, that it would be prohibitively 
expensive to make the cams. Consider- 
ing the length of cams and the even 
distribution of wear over that length, 
their hardness, and the manner of 
mounting, there seems to be no reason 
why they should not last for many years. 


The Omega accessories: The mul- 
tiplicity of devices which can be added 
to Omega enlargers is amazing; we 
won’t even attempt to list them. This 
stems from a Simmon Brothers policy. 
The basic enlarger is made as simple as 
possible, with maximum emphasis on 
those features which everyone requires 
to make top-grade prints. Many other 
features which some darkroom workers 
want are available «s accessory items. 
This keeps the cost of the original, basic 
enlarger down, yet makes it possible to

model with a girder somewhat longer 
than that of the portable, to allow for 
greater magnification on the baseboard. 
They are very simple and straightfor- 
ward in construction and follow stand- 
ard Omega design. 


Using the new Omegas: Extensive 
work with new Omegas indicates that 
the new autofocus system is completely 
successful. The enlargers still have the 
famous Omega characteristics of de- 
pendability and durability. They are 
certainly easy to work with. 

We can think of a few improvements 
which could be added. Negative car- 
riers, it seemed to us, did not match the 
mechanical ingenuity and ease of use 
which the rest of the machine showed. 
This is particularly true of carriers for 
35mm film in the B and D models. 

Some attention ought to be paid to 
a handy, inexpensive way of handling 
filters for variable contrast papers. 

However, these are details which 
will probably be worked out in due 
time. Meanwhile, it’s quite a family of 
enlargers. —JOHN WOLBARST 
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NEW LINE OF TWIN-LENS 
CAMERAS FROM JAPAN 


Three new 214 x 214 twin-lens reflex 
cameras from Japan are being imported 
by Interstate Photo Supply Corp., 17 
West 17th St., New York, N. Y. They 
are the Soligor Reflex, Soligor Reflex If 
and Soligor Semi-Auto Reflex. Here’s 
what they have in common: prism range- 
finders in the ground glass, £/3.5 coat- 
ed Soligor lenses, f/stops to £/22, body 
shutter releases, built-in flash syne 
(FX) with European push-on type flash 
terminals, self-erecting hoods, sports- 
finders, and magnifiers. 

Now for some of the differences: the 
prism rangefinder on the Reflex shows 
a slanted image when the subject is out 
of focus. A gear mechanism couples the 
three-element taking lens to the viewing 
lens. As you rotate one lens the other 
moves accordingly. Speeds are from 
1/5 to 1/300 sec. There’s a cable re- 
lease socket. 

Both the Reflex II and the Semi-Auto 
Reflex feature split-image prism range- 
finders, four-element taking lenses and 
front focusing panel on which lenses 
are mounted. As the side focusing knob 
is moved the whole panel moves in and 
out. In addition, field lenses are built in- 
to the two cameras for brighter ground 
glass viewing. Speeds run from 1/5 to 
1/300 sec. on the Reflex II; from 1 sec. 
to 1/360 sec. on the Semi-Auto Reflex. 
Each has depth of field scale, and takes
